Farmers Can Get 
Measurements 
Made By ASC 


Coffee County farmers 
can arrange for official 
measurement of their 1970 
farm cotton and peanut 
acreage allotments, as well 
as feed grain acreages 
prior to planting time the 
County Agricultural Stab- 
ilization and Conservation 
Committee announced this 
week, 

To get the measurement 
service, which is being 
provided on a cost basis, 
a farmer must file a writ- 
ten request with the County 
ASCS office in order that 
the service may be per- 
formed timely. Says Mr. 
Roy L. Ellis, committee 
chairman, The rate to be 
charged for the service in 
Coffee County has been 
established at $6,00 per 
farm, plus 60 cents per 
acre for each acre of a 
fraction thereof in excess 
of 5 acres and through 
60,0 acres. The charge for 
measuring any acreage in 
excess of 60,0 acres will 
be reduced to 30 cents 
per acre for such acreage 
in excess of 60,0, Payment 
based on this rate must 
be made at the time the 
request for measurement 
service is filed. 

‘The measurement ser- 
vice is purely optional,’’ 
says Mr, Ellis, and is of- 
fered as a servicetofarm- 
ers who prefer to have an 
official measurement to 
use as a guide,’’ 

When compliance is 
checked, the farm will be 
considered to be within the 
acreage measured if the 
crop is planted within the 
measured area or if the 
area is deyoted to the land 
use for which it was mea- 
sured,

Charles B, Shuman, presi- 
dent of the American Farm 
Bureau Federation, said that 
the organization would “fight 
with every resource available” 
attempts by supporters of pres- 
ent government farm programs 
“to add farmers to the welfare 
rolls.” 

Shuman, addressing Farm 
Bureau members attending the 
Golden Anniversary annual 
meeting in Washington, D.C., 
said that “a permanent exten- 
sion or revision of the present 
farm program with its welfare- 
type payments would mean 
permanent poverty for Amer- 
ican farmers.” 

Direct payment provisions, 
“themselves an admission that 
the net effect of government- 
managed production, pricing 
and marketing was to reduce 
the prices to farmers,” have 
caused farmers to be depend- 
ent on Congressional appro- 
priations for much of their in- 
come, Shuman explained. 

“Consumers and taxpayers 
look upon these payments in 
the same light as they look 
upon welfare payments to the 
poverty stricken, This means 
that limitations on the amount 
paid to any one producer will 
be imposed and eventually ASC 
‘case workers’ will supervise 
the spending of these ‘welfare’ 
checks,” he said. 

Farmers have found the so- 
lution to the problem, he said. 
“The challenge that confronts 
us is to use our resources in 
such a way as to capture the 
initiative—to take the author- 
ity for production, pricing, and 
marketing decisions away from 
the federal government and 
place these responsibilities on 
the shoulders of farmers. 

“Supply management is a 
valid objective but government 
supply management has failed 
miserably because the politi- 
cians in charge always try to 
please consumers rather than 
farmers—95 percent versus 
five percent,” he said.

We have always believed that 
if our black citizens would work 
hard, do better than their com- 
petitors and make a little more 
effort to prove their efficiency 
and usefulness, there would be 
no road blocks to their advance- 
ment. If a man is courteous, 
competent and renders top qual- 
ity service, he will be welcomed 
in the business or professional 
world and will encounter little 
prejudice. All of us need to place 


less emphasis on “rights” and 


more on responsibilities. 

But instead of preparing them- 
selves for useful work in the 
American economy, many black 
extremist leaders are demanding, 
threatening, protesting and even 
rioting oh behalf of the great 
and noble cause of ‘‘black 
studies” programs in our uni- 
versities and colleges. That 
ladies and gentlemen, is the 
surest road to gailure and pov- 
erty for the black people of our 
country. 

If our black friends will not 
take it from us, perhaps they 
will listen to a distinguished 
black American, Mr. Andrew F. 
Brimmer, member of the Board 
of Governors of the Federal Re-

Life Of Man 


Here Friday 


A pulpwood truck out 
of control and a rain slick 
highway led to the firey 
death of Charles E, Hardy 
of New Brockton last Fri- 
day afternoon, The accident 
occured in the city limits 
of Elba on the Elba~New 
Brockton highway, 

Hardy, the driver of the 
truck, was descending a hill 
and apparently attempting 
to turn on to Highway 84 
when the accident occured. 
He seemed to be unable 
to make the turn, accord- 
ing to witnesses, and as 
he slid across the road, 
his truck hit the back of 
a late model Chevrolet 
traveling toward New 
Brockton, The car went on 
up the road some 150 yards 
and stopped, 

The truck then turned 
Over on its side trapping 
the driver inside, Fireim- 
mediately broke out in the 
area of the gas tank and 
before rescuers could 
summons adaquate help 
Hardy had succumed to the 
flames, 

Fire Chief Charles Cox 
noted later that the truck 
did not have an inside door 
handle or window handle 
on the right side of the 
truck and the left door 
and window were against 
the ground, If these had 
been present Hardy could
